Per Bureau instr ction, the file to which this 
memo designated is to be ru-operfed and maintained in a 
pending status and investigation conducted looking toward 
establishing evidence of a violation on the part of the 
subjects of Title 8, USC, Section 1185 (b) and supplementary 
state Department regulations.

satya re that the American students in Cuba 
would arrive in New York City on Sunday, 8/2/64, The in- 
formant later reported that the return of these students had 


been postponed to 8/8/64, 


ReBuairtel stated cases on individuals travelling 
to Cuba are to be closely followed and the participants are 
toe be interviewed immediately upon their return to their 
respective residences. Reairtel issued blanket Bureau 
authority to conduct these interviews. Bureau noted the inter- 
Views are to be expedited as much as*possible and the results 
of the interviews to be submitted to the Bureau in a form 
Suitable for dissemination. 


The Bureau instructed that in conducting these 
interviews the interviewing Agent should obtain all infor~ 
mation that each individual is willing to furnish concerning 
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the arrangements for the trip to Cuba, with whom these 
arrangements were made, cost to the participant, and 
identities of persons to whom expenses were paid. They 
should be questioned as to the identities of other in- 
dividuals on the trip and also whether the individual is 
willing to testify on behalf of the Government. 


In view of Bureau instructions and in. the absence 
of supplemental instructions which may be received from 
the Bureau, it is felt that these interviews should be 
conducted on Monday, 8/10/64 unless further indication is 
received that the participants have not returned by that 
date. Two Agents should be utilized on each interview 
and every effort should be made to obtain all information 
the subject is‘willing to give, it being noted that the 
participants have been advised in the past by leaders of 
the SCIC that they are not obligated to talk to the FBi.

On July 93, 1964, Radio Progreso announced that 
the North American students were divided into-two groups 
continuing their tour of Cuba: In Cienfuegos, they visited 
the Las Yaguas District and talked freely with the families 
who were reportedly enjoying the 98.modern homes which were 
built by the revolution, Some of the students who observed - 
religious pictures on the wails stated that this contra« 
dicted stories in the United States which had said that 
the Cuban people do not have freedom of worship. 


On July 12, 1964, Radio Rebelde announced that 
the students visiting in Cuba had been doing some volunteer 
work on the government farms in Sagua la Grande region. 

A delegation of about 50 students had been visiting various 
factories, farms, schools, and recreation centers in the 
Las Vilias Broyince for approximately one week. 


>  -saavyena Radio Station CHQ, on July 11, 1964, 
announced taa*. the students visited the capital of Las Villas, - 
where they wwexe received by Dr, RENE ANILLO and ARNALDO MILIAN, 
prominent members of the PURSC (United Party of the Socialist 
Revolution of Cuba.) Also present were.Commander WILLIAM GALVEZ, 
Chief of the Central Army, Las Villas Province, and representa- 
tives of the UJC‘and the FDM (Cuban Women’s Federation), under 
the leadership of VILMA ESPIN, wife of RAUL:‘CASTRO, and the 
CTCR (Cuban Revolutionary Workers Union.) ‘Source noted ° 
the radio broadcast announced that the students were given 
the impression that many of the buildings were built during 
the current revolution, such as the University of Santa Clara, 
and the Hall of Justice, and other modern bcildings, which 
were actually constructed prior to January 1, 1959, the day 
on which CASTRO took, over in Cuba. 


On August 2, 1964, Radio CHQ, Havana, announced 
that Commander ERNESTO "CHE*® GUEVARA, Minister of Industry in 
Cuba, had received the delegation of United States students 
on August 1, 1964. According to the broadcast, GUEVARA spoke 
with the students for about two hours, and answered their 
questions. This meeting took place at the meeting hall of the 
Ministry of Industries, and was reportedly attended by all 
members of the delegation,

"STATEMENT OF THE AMERICAN AND PUERTO RICAN DELEGATION OF 


STUDENTS AND WORKING YOUTH UPON THETR RETURN TO THE UNTTED 
STATES FROM CUBA ~~ oo 


"We American and Puerto Rican students and working 
youth would like to make the following observations upon 
our return to the United States from Cuba, 


"Before we departed, we were assured by the U.S. 
Government and its Press that, in the words of Under Secretary 
of State George W. Ball, ‘Cuba under Communism is providing 
a spectacle of economic failure for all to see.' If the 
U.S. Government had its way, this ‘spectacle! would only be 
visible from the 'safe' distance of Miami! But we defied the 
U.S. Government's travel~ban and, risking fines and imprison- 
ment, spent two months in Cuba as the guests of the Cuban 
Federation of University Students in order to see for ourselves 
the reality of the Cuban Revolution. 


“We were told people were starving in Cuba. This 
is a lie! Cuba has rationing, but everyone receives a more- 
than-adequate diet. Other Latin American countries have no 
rationing, but they do have millions of starving citizens. 


"We heard that Cuba's housing under socialism was 
deteriorating into slums. This is 2a lie! The Revolutionary 
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bo Cuba _ 


"Government has constructed more modern, low-cost workers! 
housing than was constructed inthe previous quarter century. 
The new dwellings, comparable to middle income housing 

in the U.S., vent to workers for only 10 per cent of their 
income. By October of this year, some 60 per cent of all 
housing: in Cuba will be owned by the occupants themselves. 


"Finally, we were informed that the Revolutionary 
Government's 'standards of conduct and its tyrannical 
practices condemn the Cuban people to misery and fear,' 
This is the greatest lie of all! ‘Unemployment has been 
eliminated. Education is free and open to all up to and 
including the university level. Medical care is provided 
for all at a nominal cost by the Revolutionary Government, 
Housing and furnishings are free to the two-thirds of all 
Cuban farm workers employed on date farms. Real income 
for both rural and urban workers is higher than ever before, 
The former playgrounds of the rich are now the property of 
the people: hotels, beaches, resorts, country clubs, etc, 
in tne sixth year of the Revolution, industrial production 
Ls up 8 per cent over this time last year; Cuba has 
already begun to manufacture refrigerators, gas ranges, and 
other consumer items. Racial discrimination is illegal in 
Cuba and is punished severely when if appears. From our talks 
with thousands of Cubans throughout the island, we are 
absolutely convinced that the overwhelming majority of the 
Cuban people enthusiastically Support the Revolutionary 
Government of Socialist Cuba! 


"These are some of the lies and some of the truths 
about Cuba. Ifthe U.S. Government and its Press have Lied 
to the American people about Cuba, it is only in order to 
pursue its policy of hostility towards the Cuban Revolution 
unhindered by domestic opposition. The economic blockade 
is designed to make the Cuban people so miserable that they 
Will overthrow the Revolutionary Government. The piratical 
ralds ~~ staged in most cases with the direct or indireat 
assistance of the U.S. Government ~~ are designed to terrorize 
the Cuban people and thus arouse discontent with the 
Revolutionary Government. The U.S, provocations against 
Cuba, such as the murder of a Cuban youth by 2 U.S. Meine 
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"while we were in Ortente Province, are designed to 
provoke armed retaliation from the Cuban Government 

andthe Cuban people -- thus providing a pretext for a 
full~seale U.S. invasion of the Cuban Republic, And the 
ban on travel to Cuba completes the scheme to insure that 
the American people learn ndhing about the Government 

and people against whom the U.S. Government is waging an 
undeclared war! 


"The U.S. Government and its Press say that 
their enemy is not the Cuban people. But it.is the people 
who suffer the consequerices of U.S, policies, When the 
U.S. Government refused to allow the emergency shipment of 
drugs and medical supplies to Cuba following the 
disasterous hurricane, this measure did no damage to the 
Revolutionary Government -- in fact, it verified what the 
Cuban Government had been Saying about the U.S. Government 
aii along. This measure could only serve to further 
endanger the Lives of Cubats disaster victims, 


"No, the real enemy of the U.S. Government and 
its Press is both the Cuban people andthe Revolutionary 
Government they brought to power through six years of bloody 
Struggle against Batista's tyranny. The very existence of a 
socialist country and a whole people who believe in the 
Struggle for workers! power pose a serious threat to the 
capitalist countries in this hemisphere, especially the United 
States, If Americans were allowed to travel freely to Cuba, 
serious questions would arise in their minds. 


"Why is it thatthe richest country in the world 
cannot provide an adequate diet for the children of New 
York City when a tiny, under-developed country surrounded 
by an eGonomic blockade provides milk, meat, and vegetables 
for every childon the island?! Why is it that the richest 
country in the world cannot seem to build enough decent 
housing for the great najority of workers and farmers when 
& country whose economy is supposedly Terippled! by the 
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“state ownership of all productive facilities is able to 
make a serious effort in this direction?! Why is it 
that the richest country in the world cannot build 
enough schools or educate enough teachers while a small 
country like Cuba has eliminated illiteracy and has more 
than a third of her citizens in one sort of school or 
another?! Why is it that the richest country in the 
world has more than five million unemployed while Cuba, 
that once suffered a chronic unemployment rate of 25 
per cent, has been able. to eliminate unemployment?! Why is it 
| that the 'freest' country in the world shoots down Black 
People in the streets of cities North and South while under the 
so~called tyranny of communism, racial discrimination has bem 
virtually eliminated?! Finally, why is it that the most
